DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment filed February 18, 2009 was received. Claims 1 and 21 were 
amended. Claim 10 was cancelled. Claims 1-9 and 11-24 are currently pending. Claims 1-9 
and 1 1 are currently pending examination. 

2. The text of those sections of Tide 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/ or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a 
telephone interview with Mr. Martin Fessenmaier on April 16, 2009. 

4. The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel Claims 12-24. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, of Claims 1-11, as being 
indefinite are withdrawn because Applicant's argument was persuasive and Claim 1 was 
amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of Claims 1-4 and 8-10 as being unpatentable 
over Palmer in view of Clarke et al.. Claim 5 as being unpatentable over Palmer in view of 
Clarke et al. and Haranda et al., Claim 6 as being unpatentable in view of Palmer in view of 
Clarke et al. and Awano, Claim 7 as being unpatentable over Palmer in view of Clarke et al., 
Awano, and Popescu, and Claim 1 1 as being unpatentable over Palmer in view of Clarke et 
al. and Heinke are withdrawn because Claim 1 was amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-9 and 11 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: the prior art of record does not teach a static acid electrolyte, wherein oxygen 
and a dendrite-forming metal form a redox pair to provide current of the battery, and 
wherein the cathode comprises a material that allows formation of oxygen during charging, 
and wherein the material is at least one of a MagneUi phase titanium suboxide and glassy 
carbon. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of 
Reasons for Allowance."
